Nochlin delivered the Commencement address.

We did. We are. 


This has been a great beginning, far exceeding all 
expectations. We've been able to do this because we 
had alumni/e who were waiting for a chance to say 
thank you. “Thank you” for a quality education they 
could not afford any other place. How many of us 
applied to just one school? That was it...yes or no. I 
remember waiting for the letter, ripping open the 
envelope, reading faster than I ever have before 
(speed reading was not one of my stronger skills) to 
find the one word that was to shape the rest of my 
life. What would it be like if MCA said no? Or worse: 
if it said yes and you couldn't afford to go? To 
guarantee that quality and accessability are uncom- 
promising principles at MCA is the challenge that 
we, the alumni/e, face today. 

Never before in the history of the school has alumni/ 
z involvement been so important. State-supported 
education has changed. The total cost to attend MCA 
has increased by $2294 (from $1740 in 1988-89 to 
$4034) in the past four years while the 
Commonwealth’s contribution to the school’s overall 
budget has decreased by almost $3,000,000 during 
the same period. The Board of Trustees are frus- 
trated by the increasing pressure to choose between 
quality and accessability. It wouldn’t be worth 
saving this school from mergers or an outright closing 
if we are forced to uncouple these two principles that 
make MCA such a special school. 

This is an alarming problem that requires new 
solutions. Expansion of greater community involve- 
ment through the Foundation, Trustees and Friends 
of MCA, educational partnerships with private 
industry, more aggressive grantsmanship and the 
establishment of an endowment will all help. How- 
ever, it is clear to me that no one group with an 
interest in the future of this College is going to make 
this happen. It will take the collaborative efforts of 
the faculty, administration, students and their 
parents, Boards of Trustees, Foundation and the 
alumni/e if MCA is to continue as the most 
accessable of the country’s top ten art colleges. 

In the next year we will continue to call on our 
alumni/e to say “thank you” for getting so much for 
so little. Just as we are all individuals (that’s for 
sure) there are just as many ways to give to the 
College. That’s for you to decide. We will be working 
to expand your choices. 

As challenging as these times are they are equally 
exciting. We have opportunities to try new ideas, 
form new partnerships and be part of the coalition 
that moves MCA out of the shadows into the light 
(where it belongs.) 

The Executive Committee of the Alumni Association 
met during the summer to plan for the coming year. 
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We have an ambitious program that continues the 
successes of the past three years while adding 
programs to assure success in the years to come. 

A Volunteers Committee chaired by LAUREN 
McLean (’86) will create a volunteer pool and work to 
connect those of you that would like to volunteer with 
the appropriate project that will match your interests 
and time limitations. We will also be working with 
the College to help with recruiting since budget cut 
backs have reduced their staff. 

An All Class Reunion is in the planning phase 
with hopes of having this mega-reunion during the 
1992-93 school year. This is a reunion for anyone 
and everyone that went to MCA. Suggestions 
include: a theme honoring past and present faculty, a 
Rock Reunion, a Masquerade Ball or a formal sit 
down dinner with dancing at a major Boston Hotel/ 
Restaurant. What ever the final theme it will be the 
MCA PARTY of the century! 

The Senior Class project is long overdue. PETER 
UpenBACcH (‘91) (former 1990-91 Student Trustee) will 
chair this new committee which will work with the 
classes of ‘91 and ‘92 to establish early ties with the 
Alumni Association before they scatter. This will 
decrease the number of “lost” alumni/z over the 
years, establish a class giving program and tap into 
the energetic resources of these alums. 

The Chapters Committee chaired by Jim WARNER 
(*82) will call on the alumni/z of the New York area 
to build the first Chapter of the Massachusetts 
College of Art Alumni Association. If this proves 
successful, it will become a model for additional 
Chapters. Other areas discussed for chapters have 
included Cape Cod, Up-State New York, Washington 
DC, Florida, Chicago, Los Angeles and the Bay Area. 

The Honorary BFA Degree program chaired by 
JUDITH GORGONE (’74) is one of the most exciting 
project of the Association yet. It is fashioned after a 
very successful program initiated at RISD. The 
Alumni Association will locate alumni/e that re- 
ceived “Associate Degrees/Certificates” prior to the 
schools granting of Bachelor’s degrees so they can be 
awarded an Honorary Bachelor of Fine Arts degree at 
Commencement. What a great day this will be. 

The Public Information Committee chaired by 
Britt Bocu (68) has evolved from its beginnings when 
it was organized to promote the College’s unique 
contributions to the Commonwealth during the 
recent move to merge or eliminate MCA. This group 
will call on alumni/e primarily from the Advertising, 
Design and related support communities to promote 
and publicize, on an ongoing basis, the significant 
contribution that MCA alumni/z make to the nation 
and the Commonwealth. 

Come and be a part of this! Come to our Board 
meetings (the schedule is given below), drop in on the 
Alumni/e Office during a visit to one of the 
Alumni*z Gallery exhibitions or join us for the 
Phonathon. If you enjoyed being part of MCA, you 
will enjoy being part of the Alumni Association. I 
think I speak for the entire Board of Directors and 
the army of volunteers when I say “It is truly an 
honor to work on behalf of such a distinguished group 
of people.”

A TRIBUTE TO ROY BROWN

Roy Brown, dean of Undergraduate Studies at the 
College since 1977, and former member of the faculty, 
died April 15, 1991. Roy distinguished himself as an 
educator, administrator, designer, artist, colleague 
and friend. 

As vice-president of Academic Affairs, I worked 
particularly closely with Roy. Once a faculty member 
referred to us as “the Mom and Pop show.” This 
“Mom” could always count on “Pop” for his empathy, 
humane good sense and sensitivity, his optimism, 
humor and devotion to the community of MCA. 

I could also count on Roy’s patient, deliberate 
approach to every problem, a balance to my own 
charge-ahead tendency. Often he led me back down 
the trail of our Jewish ancestors, those Talmudic 
scholars who made an art and religion of extended 
commentary, their thumbs dipping and rising as they 
expounded: “On the one hand. . .but on the other. . ..”

FIBERS PROGRAM 


The Fibers concentration at MCA is a multi-faceted 
program that interacts with and incorporates many 
other areas of the school. Utilizing fiber traditions 
and processes inherent to the discipline, the students 
investigate the potential of fiber-related media in 
current art forms. As part of this emphasis, students 
in the Fibers major—as well as students from areas 
as diverse as Sculpture, Painting, Design, Photogra- 
phy and Art Education— engage in pushing the 
boundaries of a spectrum of basic techniques. 

As part of this philosophy, the Fiber concentration 
invited well-known artist Diane Katsiaficas to the 
College for three weeks in April. Diane, a Professor of 
Art at the University of Minnesota and currently a 
Fulbright Fellow in Greece, is known for both her 
sculptural installations and her work with handmade 
paper. Students from across the College participated 
in a series of initial programs and events with Diane, 
including slide lectures, informal discussions and 
individual critiques. These led to the planning and 
construction of a sculptural installation in Thompson 
Gallery. Having recently completed a large work on 
recycling in Thessaloniki, Greece, Diane recruited the 
help of our students to create a companion work at 
MCA.

After collecting recyclables (including flattened olive 
oil cans brought by Diane in her luggage from 
Greece) the students collaborated with Diane by 
designing, building and solving problems peculiar to 
realizing a complex site-work. The final installation, 
entitled No Garbage Here, filled Thompson Gallery 
with an array of colorful structures. The transforma- 
tion of refuse into art forms delighted participants 
and viewers alike. Since Diane was in residence in 
the College dormitory, her availability over a three 
week period provided the students with a unique and 
exciting educational experience. 

The program was co-sponsored by the 3D Fine Arts 
Department, the Visiting Artist Program, and the 
Student Government Association. A final note: All of 
the materials and art works used were either 
recycled or kept by the participants at the end of the 
exhibit! 


CAREER RESOURCES 


Many of you will remember the “Alumni/z Help 
Alumni/z” letter mailed to you several years ago to 
increase the number of job openings available both to 
current students and alumni/e using the Placement 
office. This particular alumni/ze support program was 
very successful and has not only greatly increased 
the number of openings available, but has expanded 
opportunities for student internship placement 
through the development of alumni/z resources. This 
direct contact of alumni/z with students leads to 
personal benefits to the students in relation to career 
explorations and possible later employment. 

Now we plan another and hopefully an even more 
beneficial program, a program of alumni/z advisors/ 
mentors from all career areas of art, design, educa- 
tion, media and art history to provide a comprehen- 
sive system of off-campus advising and assistance in 
career development. 

The Office of Career Resources is interested in 
making contact with alumni/z who would be avail- 
able for students to discuss with them their particu- 
lar career area. A list of alumni/# and business 
phone numbers would be available which would allow 
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students interested in a particular career to get first 
hand information and data. A systematic approach is 
required in order to reach students as early as 
possible during their college careers for purposes of 
helping them synthesize their educational experience 
with their career goals. This will help them translate 
interests, talents and capabilities into “real world” 
opportunities. This alumni/& outreach program will 
be of great benefit to the students and to the college 
as a whole.

The 
third seminar will be by MCA alumna DiaAngE Epstrom 
(65), acting Director of the Boston Visual Artists 
Union. Diane will talk about Artist Organizations; 
she will review what they offer and discuss the 
advantages and assistance to be gained by the 
individual artist upon joining such an organization.

THREE STUDENT MURALISTS 


Julia Welsch, a junior Illustration 
major, has won a mural competi- 
tion for the Post Office Square 
Parking Garage in Boston. Julia, 
36, originally from Akron, Ohio, 
earned a BA in History from The 
University of Chicago and a MBA 
from University of Akron before 
transferring to MCA to pursue 
her first love, illustration. 

The competition was held to 
design and produce a mural for a 
passenger elevator that presently 
reveals a concrete wall before 
opening above ground to a view 
of shrubs and the adjacent 
Marriot Hotel. Julie’s design was 
chosen from approximately thirty 
different designs from students 
in two of Al Gowan’s classes, 
“Junior Graphic Design” and 
“Graphic Design for Illustrators.” 

The project originated when Al 
was shovelling snow with an 
architect neighbor who works for 
Ellenzweig Associates, designers 
of the parking facility. Architect 
Ling Woo was impressed with 
the Orchard Street mural by 
MCA’s Michael Maung (Painting) . 
and James LaLiberte (Graphic Mural by Julia Welsch 
Design) completed on the back of Star Market in 
Cambridge’s Porter Square in September of 1990. 
Maung and LaLiberte recreated the Rand mansion 
and surrounding orchard, demolished in the 1950’s to 
build the shopping center. 

Julie Welsch, inspired by the likes of John Singer 
Sargent, Edgar Degas, and especially Beatrix Potter, 
created a series of underground warrens, complete 
with “Yuppie” rabbits in suits for her mural. She will 
receive $1800 from The Friends of Post Office Square 
for her sketch and finished paintings on panels. The 
mural was to be installed by July 30, 1991.

The second Massachusetts College of Art Foundation 
Benefit Art Auction took place on Friday, April 12 at 
the Main Gallery in the Administration Building at 
the College. 

Kicking off the preview week of the Auction on 
Monday, April 8, was a reception for the Friends of 
Mass Art to meet the artists at a special viewing of 
the work to be auctioned. The hosts for the evening 
were President O’Neil and the Foundation Board. 
The Auction evening began with a reception from 
6:30-8:00 PM at which time silent auction bidding 
took place. The live auction began at 8:15 with Karen 
Keane, of Skinner, the Auctioneer. 

The event was a huge success grossing over $77,000, 
compared to last year’s total of $42,000. 150 artists 
provided 204 pieces of work with 146 pieces sold. This

Approximately 400 people 
were in attendance, more than doubling last year’s 
audience.

MCA’s New York alumni/2 welcomed Seeing Through 
‘Paradise’ at a special preview opening held for 
alumni/z at The Drawing Center late this June. We 
were all moved by the drama of this extraordinary 
exhibition of historic art, “drawings that are symbols 
of triumph of the human spirit” (The New York 
Times). The exhibition consisted of about 100 works 
by 17 artists who were forced to create propaganda 
for the Nazis at Czechoslovakia’s Terezin concentra- 
tion camp. 

We were very fortunate to have MCA’s Jeff Keough, 
Michelle Furst and Johanna Branson, the organizers 
of the exhibition, who brought the exhibition to New 
York after its successful debut at the College earlier 
this year. Adding to the dramatic power of the

drawings, they shared some of the stories behind the 
art. Especially poignant was their account of people 
who came to view the exhibition and discovering 
family members depicted in the art—relatives they 
had not known were at Terezin. In his New York 
Times review Michael Kimmelman states “Not many 
exhibitions in recent memory have told a more 
moving story.” 

After closing at The Drawing Center in August, the 
exhibition traveled to the North Dakota Museum of 
Art in Grand Forks where it will be on view until 
October 20. It will then move to Houston, Texas, to be 
shown from November 6-December 20 at the Jewish 
Community Center. During January-March 1992, the 
exhibit will be presented at the University Art 
Museum at the University of Berkeley, California, 
completing its United States tour. The exhibit will 
then travel to Czechoslovakia to open May 1992 at 
the Kinsky Palace in Old Town Square in Prague, 
then be shown at the Terezin Monument in the fall of 
1992.

Special thanks go to alumna Martha Voutas Creamer 
for her generous donation making it possible to have 
the Drawing Center for the evening, KENNETH 
FirzGera.p (’83) for designing the invitation, and to 
Mary Gagliano of the Alumni Office for coming up 
from Boston (with her table linen in tow) to assure 
that we would have an event “with class.” 

During the evening, many alumni/ze expressed how 
great it was to connect with other MCA alums. They 
would like more opportunities to get together in New 
York since it is so difficult to attend alumni/ze 
activities in Boston.
